At an «ge when most men are thinking 
of retirement Mr. H. G Burgess, native 
of Tipperary and member of the Free 
State Senate, has been appointed chief 
manager of the greatest railway system 
and largest commercial enterprise in the 
world, The London, Midland and Scottish 
Railway Company has a capital of 
£400,000,000 and controls 7,000 miles of 
railway ; and its annual revenue is three 
times the present annual revenue of the 
Irish’ Free State. The Company's compli- 
ment to Mr. Burgess is magnificent, but it 
was earned by his brilliant work in the 
construction of the new group. He brought 
to the task the high gifts of leadership 
and organisation which, quietly, but with 
unerring skill and foresight, he has put 
at Ireland’s service for many years. Irish- 
men, in congratulating Mr, Burgess on 
hi appointment, will realise that it means 
much for this country, The Free State, 
naturally enough, is jealous of its inde- 
pendence, and some of its people would 
like to believe that it can enjoy a condi- 
tion of prosperous and splendid isolation, 
ignoring all powers, authorities and 
interests outside its own borders. That 
is a ridiculous attitude,’ since—as every 
strike at the docks shows+-our country’s 
very existence depends on the closeness 
and harmony of its economic relations 
with Great Britain. He is a foolish Irish- 
man who refuses to see that we cannot 
flourish without the good-will of the great 
roup of railways which is now known as 
the London, Midland and Scottish Oom- 
pany. The Company controls nearly every 
one of the larger ports through which 
Irish live-stock and agricultural products 
find access to the British markets, and 
so long as ~e remain a contiguous island 
our dependence on those markets will be 
complete. It is, therefore, a most fortu- 
nate thing that the Company s policy for 
the expansion of our economic resources, 
to our advantage and its own," will be 
directed by an Irishman who loves his 
country and has a peculiar knowledge of 
its needs. We may be quite sure that 
during Mr. Burgess’s tenure of office im- 
portant efforts will be made to open new 
markets for Irish, produce and to develop 
the rich potentialities of the Irish tourist 
industry, Moreover, his appointment 
gives the Free State Government an ex- 
cellent opportunity to revise its scheme 
of railway settlement.’ That scheme is 
bad in many ways, but chiefly because 
it. contemplates a ‘‘ water-tight” settle- 
ment within the Free State which ignores 
the links that bind every department of 
our industrial and commercial life to 
Northern Ireland and to Great “Britain. 
A settlement which would incorporate 


| these, links, with no danger to the Free 


State’s economic independence, is per- 
fectly feasible. Mr. Burgess is persona 
‘grata on both sides of the Border, We 
are confident that, with his help, the two 
Irish Governments could reach an agree- 


| ment which, in settling the railway ques- 


tion on a national basis, might promote

Government in England, one cannot deny 
that it has plenty of courage, Its latest 
experiment is in the realm of agriculture, 
and Mr. Noel Buxton, Minister for 
‘that Department, made a good start 
in the House of Commons on Thurs- 
day when he outlined the Government's 
proposals in regard. to agricultural co- 
operation.

| farmer should have the least fear of any 
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sum in annual revenue. 

The new scheme merely touches the 
fringe of the problem. Mr, Buxton pro- 
poses to set aside next year a sum of 
£200,000 to help farmers’ societies in 
co-operative development. A Standing 
Advisory Committee will be established to 
deal with applications for the money, 
which will be advanced to farmers at the 
rate of four per ‘cent. All farmers’ 
societies will be registered under. the In- 
dustria] Provident Societies Act, and the 
amount of interest which they will pay 
will be limited to five per cent. Further- 
more, in the case of newly formed socie- 
ties, the Government will provide half the 
necessary capital by means of loans which 
must be repaid within a period of twenty 
years. The idea is that the money shall 
be' used . to establish bacon factories, 
crdameries and milk-collecting  dépéts 
throughout the country, This system, of 
course, has been brought to a very high 
pitch of perfection in Holland and Den- 
mark, and, if it has lagged slightly in 
Ireland, the fault has not lain with the 
co-operative movement. The sum which 
the British Government is ear-marking 
for the scheme is not very great, 
but Mr. Buxton has safeguarded himself 
by a provision that in no case shall the 
Ministerial advance exceed £10,000, with 
the result that twenty big undertakings 
can be financed with ease. Mr. Buxton 
evidently believes in the policy of festina 
lente, but, if the farmers show the slightest 
enthusiasm for the scheme, we. have no 
doubt that he will extend his aid, 

What does the Irish farmer propose todo 
iu the matter? At present there is virtually 
no organisation in the Irish export trade. 
It just happens, and the fact that the 
British market is so capacious has en- 
couraged our farmers to fal} into careless, 
habits, secure in the knowledge that, 
whether their produce is good or in-

Diphtheria. 


A great victory for science is announced 
in a report on diphtheria which was pub- 
lished yesterday by the British Medical 
Research Council. Simultaneously with 
the issue of this report The Times prints 
an account of a successful campaign 
azainst the disease in the United States. 
Diphtheria attacks children more fre- 
quently than adults, and most of the 
preventive work of inoculation hag been 
done in the schools. Half a million school 
children and fifty thousand younger 
children in the United States have been 
rendered immune, probably for life, by 
means of toxin-antitoxin vaccination. It 
was only during the last decade that sub- 
stantial progress was made, In 1911 the 
famous Schick test was evolved for the 
discovery of persons particularly sus- 
ceptible to the complaint. One toxin- 
antitoxin injection in such cases was 
sufficient to render eighty per cent. of the 
cases immune, and further treatment in- 
creased the number, Other experiments suc- 
ceeded in achieving immunity in all cases. 
A vigorous campaign in favour of vaccina- 
tion has been carried cut in the United 
States with very satisfactory results, The 
British Medical Reséarch Council tells the 
same story of conquest, and points out 
that only the public’s co-operation is now 
needed for the complete elimination of 
diphtheria. The importance of the subject: 
is shown by the fact that one hundred 
fresh cases occur every week in London, 
and in ten per cent, of these the results 
are fatal. In 1921 diphtheria accounted 
for 1,131 deaths in London and ranked 
tenth among the “killing diseases.” Last 
year the number of fatal cases fell to 602, 
and it is probable that a further sub- 
stantial reduction wil] be recorded in the 
near future. 


Hope Deferred. 


President Cosgrave’s reply to a question 
in the Dail yesterday on the subject of 
secondary education will be noted with 
great interest in many quarters; but the 
indefinite nature of. the statement will 
provoke much disappointment. It is ad- 
mitted that in present circumstances the 
Government must temper generosity with 
discretion and must pursue a strictly con- 
servative programme in finance. As the 
President pointed out, “the Budget. posi- 
tion was such as to necessitate a reduction 
of State charges below the level prevailing 
heretofore.” Consequently, it appears, 
secondary education must be content with. 
the interim grant of £100,000 which is 
in the estimate of 1924-25. “The

“VOTES FOR WOMEN. 


THE DUCHESS AND THE 
TINKERS. 


From OUR PARLIAMENTARY ORKESPON DENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

The principle that women were entitleu to 
the exercise of the franchise on the same 
terms as men was ailirmed in the House this 
afternoon by the substential majority of 216. 

It was, indeed a women’s day, and appro- 
priately the discussion coincided with 
Leap Lear Day. Of the eight women mem- 
bers of the Mouse, speeches were made by 
Miss Jewson, the Duchess of Atholl, Mrs. 
Wintringham, and Lady Astor. The last- 
named, atter many attempts, managed to catch 
the Speaker's eye just before four o'clock, 
but she certainly made the very most of the 
few minutes she had at her disposal.

Her Grace of Atholl was the only lady 
opponent. of a bill which she declared would 
open a door wide enough to admit of caravan 
dwellers and tinkers. She admitted that 
she took an interest in :tinkéts, end it was, 
perhaps, because she knew ‘their ways that 
she objected to their being given the power to 
vote. The majority of women, the Duchess 
declared, had few opportunities of attend- 
ing political meetings. They had to stay 
at home and mind the children. 

The ‘Duchess’s opposition was very distaste- 
ful to Lady Astor, who found great 
difficulty in abstaining from audible 
comment, and when Lady Atholl re- 
sumed her seat, she at one walked across 
the House and engaged in earnest conversa- 
tion with Miss Jewson ‘and Lady Terrington, 
both staunch supporters of sex equality.

The bill, the second reading of which was 
moved by Mr. W. Adamson, was a com- 
paratively short one, but, beyond placing 
women onthe same footing as men in regard 
to tit: exercise of the vote, it proposed certain 
amendments of the 1918 Act, designed to re- 
move difficulties and anomalies which ex- 
perience had shown to exist. The whole of 
the Labour Party, said Mr. Adamson, were 
pledged to this reform, and it was also sup- 
ported by sections of the other parties. 

Miss Jewson, who seconded, was rather 
nervous at the start of her maiden speech, 
but she gained confidence as she went on, 
and made a really eloquent appeal in support 
of the bill. Women had already shown that 
they were capable of exercising the franchise 

uite as wisely as, and, perhaps, more so, 
than men. They matured, she argued, much 
more quickly than men, and she instanced 
the fact that, whereas a girl could legally 
marry at twelve, a boy had to wait until he 
was fourteen. 

Then came the turn of the Duchess of 
Atholl, who moved an amendment, providing 
for a conference before deciding on any 
further alteration of the franchige. She 
found a supporter in Sir Sydney Russell- 
Wells. 

Rule by petticoat Government was a very 
good thing for the country, said Mrs. Win- 
tringham. Women were more humane than 
men, and there would be more legislation for 
women, children, and old people.

Mr. Rhye Davies was the first spokesman 
for the Government. He said that they were 
prepared to support the second reading of the 
bill. As to what ought, to happen after Com- 
mittee, he refused to commit himself, as there 
were important considerations of Parliamen- 
tary time. He commented on the Duchess of 
Atholl’s prejudice against tinkers, and asked 
her if she could tell-him the difference between 


a tinker and the hotel butterfly. The Duchess | 


professed to have no knowledye of these 
people, but she imagined that the difference 
lay in the fact that the hotel butterfly was 
able to read and write. ‘Whose fault is 
that?" retorted Mr. Rhys Davies. If there 
were people too ignorant to vote the condem- 
nation rested with the Government of the 
country. ; 

Mr. Amery protested against the Govern- 
ment’s leaving its attitude indefinite in regard 
to the ultimate fate of a measure of such yast 
importance. 

Mr. Issac Foot observed that if Queen 
Victoria was capable of ruling at the age of 
18, surely a woman of 21 was capable of 
voting. This was a matter on which those 
who sat on the Conservative side of the House 
had to be educated. (“ Not all of us,” cried 
Lady Astor, excitedly.’’)

Sir Martin Conway addressed guite a new 
argument against the bill, when he said that 
between the age of 21 and 25 was the creat 
flowering time of womanhood, and young 
women of that age were much more concerned 
with other maiters than with voting.

£25,000 DAMAGES 
CASE... ( 


JUDGE AND DOCTOR’S 
RESPONSIBILITY,

In the King’s Bench, London, yesterday, 
Justice Lush, in the claim of Mr. William 
Smart. Harnett, the Kentish farmer, for 
damages for being confined in a lunatic 
asylum, entefed judgment against Dr. C. H. 
Bond, Commissioner in Lunacy, for £5,000 
personally, and against Dr. Bond and Dr, 
G. H. Adam, of West Malling, jointly, for 
£20,000; costs to follow the event. Un the 
basis’-of the jury 8 assessment of damages, 
that responsibility was seven-tenths on Dr, 
Bond and three-tenths on Dr. Adam. The 
£20,000 would, therefore, be divided as 
£14,000 against Dr. Bond and £6,000 against 
Dr. Adam, and in the result the total damages 
for thich Dr. Bond would be liable would be 
£19,000, and Dr. Adam £6,000, That was, 
his lordship thought, the true way of regard- 
ing the matter. 

Dealing with the contentions of law raised, 
his lordship said that, in his opinion, there 
was po norus .actus. wmtervenieng, and the 
chain of causation was not broken.

BELFAST’S RIOTS BILL.

MUNICH, Friday Evening, 6 p.m. 
General Ludendorff. gave evidence this 
afternoon in the treason trial. He spent 
three hours reading out from written sheets 
in short staccato ‘tones, which sometimes 
were raised almost to a shout, a political 
and propagandist speech. 

Dressed in a blue lounge suit, the former 
Quartermaster-General of the German Army, 
continually raising his horn-timmed spectacles 
from his eyes, and taking ‘an occasional sip 
of water, delivered a ‘‘ hymn of hate,” which 
was listened to with close attention by a 
crowded court, 

General : Ludendorff began by modestly 
announcing that his life was historically 
known to the world, and then, at the request 
of the President of the Court, who addressed 
him as “ Excellency,” launched forth into 
an exposé of his political views. 

After remarking that he was an old man, 
but that his heart was young and beat «vith 
longing for the freedom of -his people, and 
with love for the people, General Ludendorft 
denounced Marxism and Communism. He 
then went on to declare that the Jewish 
question was for him a racial question, and 
that the Jews, just as little as the English 
or the French, should be allowed ‘to obtain 
authoritatively influence in Germany, for the 
freedom of the people was not to be expected 
from a Jew, and, therefore, he was against 
the Jews. . : 

General Ludendorff then proceeded to give 
a historical and political review of the events 
of the last few years in Germany. He 
quoted letters of prominent personalities— 
from Bismarck to Scheidemann—and numevous 
newspaper articles referring to various alarm- 
ing Separatist movements, and declared that 
he was a German who wanted a Germany 
on Bismarck’s foundations. 

He mentioned ‘tnat during the war the 
Pope, at the ceremony of the Canonisation of 
Saint Joan of Arc, had made an anti-German 
speech, and, excitedly banging the desk in 
front of him, the General declared that France 
wished to increase) her influence with Rome 
a; the expense of Germany. 

General Ludendorff then related how he 
came in contact in 1921 with Herr von Kahr, 
and gained an idea of his views, which were 
to join thé whole of Austria, with the excep- 
tion of Upper Austria and Vienna, to Bavaria, 
separation from the Reich being, of course, 
understood, 

General Ludendorff’s own view had been 
that the whole of Austria mnst join Bavaria. 
The witness went on to admit that he was 
a monarchist, but said that he considered the 
monarchical question insoluble at the present 
time. 

Coming to the events preceding the Novem- 
ber revolt, General Ludendorff said that 
General von Lossow had told him that he 
wanted the development of internal German 
condifjons in a “great German Nationalist 
sense,’ whereupon General Ludendorff had 
offered him his loyal co-operation. 

General Ludendorff made the interesting re- 
velation that on November 4th Admiral Scheer 
came to Munich, on behalf of Dr. Stresemann, 
to discover what truth there was in the re- 
ports about armed Nationalist bands near 
Coburg: General Ludendorff told Admiral 
Scheer the little he knew, and did not hide 
from him that “LE was for pressure against 
Berlin,” 

Admiral Scheer, however, had not. been cor- 
rectly informed as to the situation by General 
von Lossow and Herr von Kahr, although an 
emissary had been sent to Berlin to fetch 
personalities from Berlin, whose co-operation 
with Herr von Kahr was considered to be 
necessary in order to “‘ intervene in the his- 
tory of Gefmany, and te act.” 

The General then related the conversation 
he had had with a high Bavarian legal official, 
from which he gathered that political action 
was planned for the near future, 

““I affirm,” he asserted, “ that this was the 
first information I received that the gentle- 
men actually wished to begin the enterprise 
on November 12. It is monstrous that the 
gentlemen did not say anything to me about it 
on the previous Thursday. That puts their 
lovalty in the right light.” 

General Ludendorff then related the events 
in the beer cellar:on the night of November 
9th, and told how he was summoned there By 
telephone, and met Herr von Kahr, General 
Lossow, and others. Herr von Kahr, he said, 
was wavering, but eventually, after many 
requests, .in which General Ludendorff 
joined, he consented to support the outbreak. 

General Ludendorff declared that no force 
had been employed against the two, but that 
they had come to a decision as free men by 
giving their word and by a handshake. 

Later an officer told him that General von 
Lossow did not consider himself bound to his 
word, as he had acted under threats. 

“I contradict this,” declared General 
Ludendorff, ‘‘and I declare that von Kahr, 
Lossow and Seisser acted dishonourably.”’ 

General Ludendorff then recounted the well- 
known story of how he marched at the head 
of the Nationalist bands through the city, 
and how they were fired on by police and 
troops, 

“HC was murder,” he declared, with raised 
fist, ‘‘and disgraceful from both the human 
and the military point of view.” 

The General concluded in quite a lyrical 
outburst—" Despite treachery and murder, 
and broken promises, the Nationalist move- 
ment has been save |. It has been strengthened 
by the blood of martyrs. We do not want a 
Rhine confederation by the grace of France, 
We do not want a State under the influence 
of Marxist, Jewish or ultra-Montane figures, 
but a Germany which belongs only to Ger- 
mans, and in which nothing prevails but the 
German will and German strength. Our 
hopes were destroyed by a breach of faith 
and natrow-mindedness of German men, and 
by a breach of faith of offiters of the old

army. 

General Ludendorff ‘concluded—‘‘ The hopes 
of the enemies of Bismarckian Germany 
are dashed to the groand. The Nationalist 
movement stands erect. May it through the 
blood of the martyrs of Movember 9 become 
so strong that it firmly welds the German 
people together, so that the Reich arises 
freed from Federalism or Separatism, a Reich 
strong and free, and a Germany which only 
belongs to Germans.”’ 

General Ludendorff sat down amid a sup- 
pressed hum -of applause, and the proceed- 
ings terminated with compliments by the 
Public Prosecutor, who said that the prosecu- 
tion had never any idea of calling - the 
Genéral’s personal courage into question. 

To this General Ludendorff replied “I 
thank you.” 

In reply to a question by the Chief Judge 
as to how General Ludendorff thought 
matters would have gone if Herr von Kahr, 
General von Lossow, and Herr Seisser had 
carried out their original intentions, the 
General promptly replied—‘‘ The movement, 
supported by the Wationalist organisation in 
the North, would become such a mighty 
demonstration in the Reich that the affair 
would have been carried out without any 
act of violence.”

They admitted sending cattle to various 
places, and also selling Irish cows as Welsh 
cattle, after removing the tags, thereby being 
able to charge a halfpenny per lb. more than 
if the animals had been sold as Irish.

the extenuating circumstances that in their 
day there were neither Dominions nor High 
Commussioners, promised “‘to deal with the 
situation’’ at once. Nothing could be more 
harmonious, and it is to be hoped that no 
note of discord will be heard from those en- 
joined by the promotion of the High Com- 
missioners to take a lower seat at the table. 
Mr. Thomas devoted the rest of his speech 
to a graver question, which, if it cannot be 
settled so easily, can only be settled in the 


same spirit. Meetings of the Irish Boundary 
Commission, which has made a promising 
start, have been delayed by the unfortunate 
illness of the Prime Minister of Northern 


Ireland. In the meantime Mr. Thomas s speech 
should prove an admirable tonic to the faint- 
hearted and to the alarmists both here and in 
Ireland.’ The importance-of his speech lay in 
its re-statement—on behalf, it may safely 
be assumed, of a Labour Cabinet—of those 
principles of citizenship on which the British 
Commonwealth is based.

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LESSONS OF THE HARNETT CASE.

As the law 
stands, it is easy to get into an asylum, but 
it may be vary hard for a patient who has 
become sane to get out. The certificates of 
any two registered medica] practitioners are 
sufficient ground for committal. Each cf 
these doctors must have seen the alleged 
lunatic alone, and must state upon the certi- 
ficate the reasons for his judgment that the 
atient is insane. The patient’s persona! 
iberty for the time being is at their 
discretion, and there is no clear and 
definite criterion by which the can 
exercise it. They are, in effect, the ultimate 
judges as to whether the actions of the patient 
are reasonable, and whether the reasons he 
assigns for them are reasonable.’’ , 

Dr. Risien Russell, one of the most eminent 
of hving aut fies on eervous diseases, laid 
down in “le the alarming doctrine that 
““as there iso absolutely healthy body, 
there is no one absolutely sane; it is all a 
matter of degree.” . The decision as to this 
degree depends, as it must depend, and as 
other witnesses stated, upon all the circum. 
stances of each particular case. In most 
cases they are conclusive, but, in the not 
frequent cases on the border line, they often 
are uncertain and obscure. 

The Harnett case will have awakened the 
general public to the possibility of wrongs 
‘which’ most of us have hitherto supposed to 
be confined to the realm of fiction.

Clenching the hatchet with both hands, 
Lane turned quickly and aimed at Detective 
McGillan, who just ‘avoided the blow by 
jumping to one side. Sergeant Whelan, with 
Lane in hot pursuit, ran into the mess-room, 
where seven men were playing cards, and 
cried, ‘‘Get your guns. out.” 
Detective Fennel jumped towards a locker 
in order to get his revolver, but before he 
could seize the weapon he was felled bya 
blow of the axe. Driver Booth had drawn 
his revolver, but did not fire, lest he should 
wound his colleague. 
Driver Fagan, at this point, caught Lane 
by the legs and threw him to the floor. Other 
detectives pounced on the man and over 
powered him. 
Lane, who. was a strongly-built man. of 55 
vears, had called occasionally at the ofhce to 
complain of imaginary wrongs, and was known 
to Sergeant Gibney.

REWARDS FOR FOX-HUNTING. 


In was stated at a meeting in Aberdeen 
yesterday, of the Aberdeenshire County Coun- 
cil Agricultural Pests Committee, that the 
grant of five shillings for each fox destroyed 
was inadequate, and the grdnt was increased 
to seven shillings and sixpence for foxes and 
five shillings: for cubs. 

Last year under their scheme 34 foxes and 
50 cubs were destroyed. The total destruc- 
tion of farm pests included 42,625, crows, 
5,300 crow eggs, 422 nests, 1,928 wood pigeons, 
1,489 sparrows, 415 starlings, 48 gulls, 425 
brown hares, and 159 squirrels. 

A farmer member oí «the Committee said 
that in several Northern districts farmers 
would not kill crows, because they did good 
by killing field grubs in the springtime 
Lord Sempill wrote emphasising the need 
for a few expert rifle shots, with 0.22 rifles, 
to shoot crows, rather than to. have indifferent 
gunmen discharging powder and shot at the 
Government's expense without. getting re- 
sults. 

It was agreed to wage warfare on farm 
pests on a larger scale this year.

SHARP CRITICISM FROM 
COUNTY CARLOW. 


The Government of the Free State was 8
